Hope to Eliminate Mange In Af- 
fected Areas Shortly. 


The first stage of the compulsory 
dipping order for cattle in mange- 
affected areas in southern Alberta 
and southwestern Saskatchewan has 
been completed, according to word 
received by Dr. George Hilton, chief 
veterinary inspector for the Domin- 
ion, who is supervising the move by 
which the federal department of ag- 
riculture hopes to practically elim- 
inate mange within the next six or 
eight weeks, 

All cattle in the area designated 
were ordered to be dipped and work 
started on June 24, the total number 
of vats used being 88, Within a few 
days 12 more had been added. Dr. 
Hargraves, of Medicine Hat, who is 
assisting with the work, reports that 
practically every stock owner had 
given the department their fullest 
co-operation, Weather conditions 
were perfect. Range-riders engaged 
by the department covered the terri- 
tory to sce that stragglers were 
brought in behind the general 
round-ups.

grower does not lie solely in the di- 
rection of a higher price per bushel, 
but also in the various things neces- 
sary to increase the average produc- 
tion per acre. That is something 
which is up to the producers them-

Principle of Modern Lighthouse

Provincial Paper Mills Will Spend a 
Million and a Half on 


Undertaking. 
Port Arthur will be the scene of 
important developments in paper 


manufacture when the plans are com- 
pleted of the Provincial Paper Mills, 
Limited, Toronto, who have just 
been incorporated, About $1,500,000 
is estimated to be the amount to be 
spent in Port Arthur, The plant, 
which occupies 140 acres in the city 
of Port Arthur, has turned out about 
$2,000,000 of sulphite, which has been 
sold in the United States, chiefly in 
Wisconsin and Minnesota.

With the 
expenditure of $500,000 on the mill, 
absorbed by the new company, these 
productions will be increased,

cisco and will likely be exhibited at 
the provincial summer fair, 

The saddle cloth is worked in beads 
in leaf form and sewn with burnt si- 
news.

Enormous Debt’ 
Of the Nations 


Has Expanded Since Countries 
Reached High State of 
Civilization. 

The combined national debt of 
the United States, Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Germany, accord- 
ing to recent estimates by the 
Bankers ‘Trust Company, of New 
York, approximates the vast sum of 
$178,000,000,000. Germany heads the 
list with a debt of $50,000,000,000. 
The others follow in this order: 
France $46,000,000,000, Great Britain 
$39,000,000,000, United States~ $25,- 
000,000,000, and Italy $18,000,000,000, 
National debt is built up chiefly by 
warfare, yet paradoxically, as these 
countries have reached a_ higher 
state of civilization, their national 
debt has expanded enormously. A 
study of “English Public Finance,” 
issued by the Bankers Trust Com- 
pany, traces the origin of national 
debt. It shows that prior to 1688 
the national debt, as an institution, 
was unknown in England and prob- 

ably elsewhere.

May Come Into Prominence as 
Transportation 
Route, 

Efforts are to be renewed to bring 
back to the Red River of Manitoba 
something of the importance it held 
in the pioneer days as the main ar-} 
tery of commerce of the west. Fifty 
years ago the Red River was the first 
link in the chain connecting the 
Manitoba settlers with the outside 
world. Immigrants poured into the 
country from the east and south by 
using the southern portion of the 
stream, while to the north, boats 
laden with tre richest of furs floated 
down the frirver on their way to 
Hudson Bay and thence to England, 
With the coming of the railways the 
Red lost its place in the transporta: 
tion world. Today its tawny water 
floats only a fleet of pleasure boats 
and an odd scow bringing sand 
gravel, or wood from the northland 
Soaring freight rates, however, have 
revived interest in the Red River as 
an artery of commerec and the Win- 
nipeg and St. Boniface harbor com. 
mission is planning extensive dredg- 
ing and the erection of large docks | 
at Winnipeg and St. Boniface. The 
discovery of gold and copper along 
Lake Winnipeg, the high prices now 
prevailing for wood and lumber, and 
the interest in the pulpwood fields of 
Northern Manitoba, are all combin- 
ing to bring the Red River again in- 
to prominence as a_ transportation 
route,

To meet the increased cost of con- 
struction of the lignite briquetting | 
plant an additional appropriation 5 
$200,000 has been made. This makes} 
the total vote for the plant $600,000. 
Of the additional vote, $100,000 is 
being provided by the federal goy- 
ernment, the governments of Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba dividing the 
other $100,000 between them. This is 
the same ratio as the original vote. 

The lignite uutilization board has 
found it impossible to complete the} 
project on the original grant of $400,- 
000. A recent estimate shows the to-| 
tal cost will be about $600,000, exclu- 
sive of housing. In order to compare!

Growers Form Wool Pool 


Michigan Farmers’ Syndicate Will 
Market Fleece for Best 
Prices. 

Through the Michigan Farm Bur- 
eau a goodly number of the farmers 
of Michigan have formed a wool 
pool, which amounts now to 2,500,- 
000 pounds and will shortly become 
a stack of 4,000,000 pounds. By 
means of this pool the farmers hope 
to a price for their wool in 
keeping with the prices of wool 
cloth and similar commodities. It is 
their opinion, by the best advice the 
bureau can secure that shortly the 
price will go up from about 22 cents 
to. at least twice that amount and 
yield a sum in keeping with their 
anticipations when the shearing sea- 

son came on. 

The big stock of wool belongs 
now to some 10,000 individual farm- 
ers, and that number will increase to 
about 15,000 taken into the pool by 
the bureau from about 170 local as- 
sembling points where the wool is 
stored, sacked and _ shipped in car 
lots to Lansing, 

When a farmer turns his wool in- 
to the bureau he can secure an ad- 
vatice of 75 percent of its value at 
the current market price. The farm- 
ers, however, this year do not seem 
to be in serious need of immediate 
funds for very few have asked for 
this advance, 

Farmers in other states are form-, 
ing similar pools although no one of 
them is anywhere as extensive as 
this one. In New York state, for in- 
Stance, the growers have small pools 
in 37 different counties,

The appointment of Professor 
John Bracken of the University of 
Saskatchewan to the presidency of 
the Manitoba Agricultural College, 
has called attention to the invaluable 
research work which has been under- | 
taken at the former institution during 
the last ten years on the subject of 
crop production. Ten years ago when | 
Mr. Bracken came to Saskatchewan, | 
the University consisted of a very 
fine site, a handful of professors and} 
a room or two in one of the block 
buildings of Saskatoon. As in the 
fields of literature and science, so in 
that of agriculture, everything had 
yet to be done, 

In a recent conversation the retir- 
ing director of field experiments at the 
University expressed the keenest re- 
gret at leaving the work with which 
he has been so intimately associated 
and which now promises such rich | 
returns to the Province of Saskat- 


chewan. 
Seeking the Best Crops 

“Since this work was started ten 
years ago (said the Professor) there 
have been tested out over 600 differ- 
ent varictics of crops of over 60 dif- 
ferent species. As a result we are now

work has been to determine just what 
crops are likely to prove the most 
profitable, at least in West-Central 
Saskatchewan—the best cereals, the 
best for hay, for pasture, for fodder 
and for silage. Previously there was 
only guess-work, and farmers failed 
to make good through ignorance of | 
many facts which are now well 
established. By appropriating the 
available information graingrowers)| 
may now avoid many of these pit- 
falls which in ‘the past have made 
crop-raising such a hazardous busi- 
ness. 


Crop Management 


“In addition to determining what 
crops are best suited to the West, 
we have endeavored to find out the 
best time and method for planting ; 
the best amount to sow, and the best 
time and method for harvesting, cur- 
ing and storing each of the crops} 
now used by farmers. Every com- 
mon crop grown in Western Can- 
ada has been planted at the Univer-| 
sity at five different times every} 
spring in as many different plots and | 
at five different rates per acre; and 
each of these crops has been har- 
vested at different times and in dif; 
ferent ways—accurate records of the 
agronomic data being kept for every 
test. Thus there is now at the 
University an array of facts which, 
when summarized, constitute an in- 
valuable guide to farming under con- 
ditions similar to those existing at 
the University, which may be taken | 
as typical of the largest soil type and 
climatic zone in the Province, 

Plant Breeding and Selection. 

It is, however, in the work of plant 
breeding and selection that the work 
of the department has been most 
pronounced, Literally hundreds of 
thousands of plants have been 
worked over, and scores of crosses 
made, in an effort to produce better 
yielding strains. 

“We have now (continued the Pro- 
fessor), thanks to the indefatigable 
efforts of Cameron, Saville, Kirk, 
Henry, Harrington and others who 
have been associated with the work, 
—we have now, for every crop that 
the farmer grows in this Province, 
One or more varieties that durinig a 
period of from 3 to 5 years, have 
Proven superior in carefully con- 
ducted tests to anything now being 
grown in Saskatchewan, 

“Take barley, for instance. The 
commonly grown sort is O.A.C., No. | 
21, a six-rowed variety. An intro- 
duction brought in from Sweden 
(“Hannchen” barley), from which we 
have a very promising selection called 
‘Surprise, hag yielded 16 percent 
more in an average of 7 years test- 
ing than O.A.C., No, 21, which is its 
nearest competitor. 

“Tt is not too much to say that the

University selections will mean, in 
the next ten years, an increase in 
wealth many millions of dollars 
to the Province. The use of this 
Hannchen variety, on the acreage 
now sown to barley in Saskatchewan, 
would result in an increase in yield 
each year sufficient to pay the total 
capital expenditure at the University 
since its inception. And this is only

New Crops 


“The work at the University has 
shown that new crops are likely to 


play an important part in western 
agriculture. MKubanka wheat, for in- 


stance, has been shown to be more 
drought and rust resistant than any 
other wheat, and it deserves a place 


ince. A new and, as yet, unnamed, 
oat has been found which is slightly 
more productive than the highest 
yielder heretofore used. A very pro- 
ductive variety of spring rye, known 
as ‘Prolific, has been discovered; 
while a heavy-yielding variety of flax, 
known as ‘Crown,’ promises to out- 
class all others in productive power. 

“We have also a new early pea 
(“Early White’), and a heavy yield- 
ing later varicty (‘Carlton’), In the 
field of fodder crops the possibilities 
of sunflowers for silage purposes | 
have been amply demonstrated, 

“These are all new 
that have not been and are not now} 
being grown to any extent in the} 
Province, but which will be made | 
available for farmers as soon as they | 
can be increased for distribution. 


A New Sweet Clover 

“Several very hardy strains of al- 
falfa have been developed for west- 
ern conditions, and one outstanding | 
strain of sweet clover has been dis-| 
covered and named ‘Arctic’ on ac-| 
count of its unusual hardiness and| 
gentral suitability to northern condi- | 
tions. It is quite possible that ‘Arc: | 
tic’ sweet clover may prove to be | 
just as big # step in making per-| 
manent our western agriculture as,

“We haye now reached the point| 
where, on our older lands we have;

The problem 30 years ago 
was to develop this land: the prob- 
lem now is to conserve it, and this is 
what our ‘Arctic’ strain of sweet | 
clover, with its nitrogen-obtaining 
quality will aid in doing. 

Securing the Largest Yields. 


“In studying the best methods of 
soil management, 21 different fertil- 
izers or combinations of fertilizers 
have been applied annually at the 
University farm, and the effect of 
each measured on the yield of sev- 
eral different crops. One hundred 
and twenty annual rotations and 
forty perennial rotations are being 
tested out side by side, Summer-! 
fallow is being tilled in 16 different 
ways and measurement taken of the 
effect of each on the yield of five dif- | 
ferent crops. Stubble land is culti- | 
vated in 8 different ways each year 
and measured by the effects on each 
of five crops. Prairie and grass fan

Eliminating Chance 

“As a result of all this the Uni- 
versity is in possession of facts to 
advise farmers how to proceed. It is 
not a question (said the Professor), 
of giving one’s opinion, or of advanc- 
ing some theory, but of quoting actu- 
al facts. Of course no one hopes to 
eliminate all chance in farming, but | 
work of this nature furnishes facts 
which enable men to reduce risk to 
the lowest point, The practical aim 
of the University undertakings has 
been the elimination of chance by the 
accumulation of scientific facts; thus 
to build up a safe, sane and profitable 
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lable asset the Province has.”

Our Most Valuable Asset, 


Even a casual visit to the Univer- 
sity impresses one with the fact that 
little short of a miracle has ben ac- 
complished in the ten years of its 
existence. A chat with Professor 
Bracken’ certainly confirms this, and 
one begins to understand the remark 
that the University is “the most valu- 
What 
the application of the results obtain- 
ed in crop production alone will 
mean to the Province in the immedi- 
ate years it would be impossible to 
compute. The wildest figures would 
probably be too small. And crops 
are only one feature of one depart- 
ment of the University’s activities. 

It should be borne in mind that the 
department of Field Husbandry at 
the University does more than con- 
duct crop experiments, Hundreds of 
young farmers (there should be 
thousands), flock there each winter 
in order to learn the science of crop 
production; while for those who 
cannot so attend there is the exten- 
sion work and the Better Farming 
Train each endeavoring to spread the 
information which the University, 
through ‘its experiments, has been 
able to acquire. 

At the beginning of this year the 
retiring head of the Field Husbandry 
department embodied the results of 
the crop experimental work in a 
book entitled, “Crop Production In 
Western Canada,” which farmers of 
the West will find a veritable Bible 
on the subject of grain growing. It 
goes without saying that this work 
(the result of ten years of investi- 
gation work at the University of 
Saskatchewan), is the most author 
tative text obtainable on the subject 
of western crops, It is the Grain- 
growers’ Guide. Farmers will be in- 
terested to learn that in the early fall 
of this year the same author will put 
out another work entitled, “Dry 
Farming In Western Canada.” 

The publication of two such works 
from so young a University as Sas- 
katchewan literally “speaks  vol- 
umes” for the standard of the work 
there being done, and the Province 
may well be proud of its chief in- 
stitution, It is pleasing to know that 
when the East (if Winnipeg may be 
called “East”), wants big men now- 
adays it comes to Saskatchewan to 
get them. Professor Bracken'’s ap- 
pointment is incidentally a great 
tribute to the University in whose 
service the new president has been 
able to build up the reputation which 
today places him in the front rank 
of notable agronomists. 

It is more than gratifying to rea- 
lize that so well have foundations 
been laid at the University that the 
crop experimental work will be car- 
ried on and extended by those who 
have been associated with the direc- 
tor in the invaluable work which 
procceds day in day out at the Pro- 
vincial Seat of Learning.

The Cry for Bread 


Scarcity of Wheat Causes Alarm In 
Britain. 
Every succeeding month enhances 


the dire probability of an approach- 
ing scarcity of wheat. Englishmen 
have so long enjoyed the first call 
on the whole world’s wheat exports 
that many of them appear unable to 
tealize that in peace-time it is not a 
law of nature that English mouths 
shall be filled with good white bread. 
At the Royal Counties show at 
Reading Lord Lee urged upon his 
hearers the accumulating testimony 
that from this time forth our accus- 
tomed supplies of wheat from 
abroad will be unprocurable for an 
unknown time. The United States 
have now little more than two-thirds | 
of their war-time wheat acreage; in| 
the Argentine the export of wheat} 
has been temporarily prohibited, and | 
its future is uncertain; in Australia, 
a bad harvest will barcly supply 
Australia’s own needs. As for Rus-| 
sia, the hope of procuring grain 
from that broken plaything of Bol- 
shevist tyrants is remote.

tion do not. If these stores actually ,

Protection of Wild Fowl 


Daily Bag Limits are Imposed in 
all the Provinces 

Important changes are involved in 
new regulations under the Migratory 
Birds Convention act. Daily bag 
limits are imposed in all provinces 
and there are new restrictions with 
regard to protection of the birds im- 
posed throughout Canada, 

In Manitoba the open season for 
ducks is September 1 to December 14, 
both inclusive, and the bdg limit is 20 
ducks on any one day to October 1, 
and 40 there 
all kinds.

Ten geese are allowed per 


day, 15 brant and 25 aggregate of 
rails, coots and galinules. Plovers 
and yellow-legs are limited to 15; 


snipes, 25; woodocck, 10; 
The season's duck limit is 250,

geese or brant, with the smaller 
birds the same as Manitoba. The 
season's limit is 250 birds, including 
ducks, geese or brant. 

Alberta sportsmen may take 
ducks daily, 15 geese, 15 brant.

duck limit is 250 and geese 50. 

The following shooting restrictions 
are imposed throughout all Canada: 

No person shall kill, or attempt to 
kill any migratory game birds dure 
ing the open season, except with a 
gun not larger than No. 10 gauge. 

No person shall kill, or attempt te 
kill any migratory game birds by the 
use of any automatic gun or battery, 
or by the use of an aeroplane, power 
boat, sail boat, or sunken boat. 

No person shall kill or attempt to 
kill any migratory bird between the 
hours of sunset and sunrise. 

No person shall kill or attempt to 
kill from any motor vehicle or horses 
drawn vehicle migratory game 
bird. 

There is practically no change in 
the regulations for scientific permits, 
but important new regulations are 
passed regarding the propagation of 
migratory birds, for the purpose oi 
keeping tab upon and controlling the 
propagation of migratory birds in 
captivity, whether to be used for 
food, ornamental or zoological pur- 
poses, ete,
